With the apples held back by tho 
cool w eather,‘little harm was done to 
them, according to orchardists who 
have examined their trees since S un­ 
day. 
While the apnle trees were 
usually ready to blossom during the 
Inst week in April, it is expected th a t 
they will not be ready this year be­ 
fore the second week in May. 
The delayed blossoming is looked 
upon by an ©lenten to be an indication 
of a good crop, unless some unforeseen 
and unusual w eather intervenes.
